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FOREWARD 


This  is  the  first  of  a  regular  series  of  letters  dealing  with  some  aspect  of 
the  economy  of  the  province  of  Ontario  and  its  relation  to  the  Canadian  and  world  economies. 
Various  highlights  of  the  provincial  economy,  matters  affecting  it,  or  material  of  general 
interest  to  the  residents  of  Ontario  will  be  dealt  with  in  these  letters.  The  information 
will  be  obtained  from  published  official  documents  and  will  be  treated  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  Ontario  economy  itself,  rather  than  from  that  of  the  larger  economies  of  which  the 
province  forms  a  part. 

Sufficient  material  dealing  with  the  Ontario  economy  is  not  always  readily 
available  to  the  general  public  and  to  research  workers,  a  fact  which  necessitates  extensive 
examination  of  the  relevant  sources.  It  is  hoped  in  these  letters  to  present  basic  ma¬ 
terial  on  different  topics  from  various  sources,  which  will  be  available  for  easy  reference. 
In  many  instances,  primary  statistical  data  have  already  been  gathered  by  the  staff  of  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  and  Research  either  for  routine  reference  or  in  connection  with  some 
special  assignment  and  it  was  felt  that  this  material  might  be  of  some  value  to  the  general 
public  or  to  those  engaged  in  economic  research  in  business  concerns  or  in  the  academic 
field. 
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The  main  part  of  each  letter  will  comprise  basic  statistical  tables  covering  a 
period  of  years  in  as  much  detail  as  is  available  and  wherever  possible  showing  the  relation 
of  the  Ontario  to  the  Canadian  economy.  There  will  also  be  a  short  descriptive  analysis 
of  the  material  covered  in  the  statistical  tables,  pointing  out  the  salient  features 
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(0  indicated  in  them,  hut  this  vill  he  as  brief  as  possible,  since  the  intention  behind  the 

"Statistical  Letter"  is  to  present  basic  material  which  can  be  used  according  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual  requirements  of  the  recipients. 

The  "Statistical  Letter",  for  the  present,  will  be  issued  quarterly,  but  if 
there  is  sufficient  demand  and  it  can  be  fitted  into  the  regular  routine  of  the  Bureau, 
it  may  be  issued  more  frequently.  It  is  hoped  aB  time  goes  on  to  satisfy  individual 
requests  for  statistics  by  the  issuing  of  these  regular  bulletins. 

The  undersigned  will  be  glad  to  receive  any  comments  regarding  this  statistical 
service.  Notice  of  errors  and  omissions  will  be  welcomed.

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SUMMARY 
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The  June, 1950  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  estimate  shows  Ontario  with 
a  population  of  4,512,000.  (Table  1). 

Since  Confederation,  Ontario  has  always  had  a  larger  population  than  any 
other  Canadian  province;  but,  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  absolute  numbers, 
she  has  declined  from  40$  of  the  total  population  in  1901  to  approximately 
32j$  at  present.  The  greater  part  of  this  percentage  decline  occurred 
before  1916,  (Section  2;  Table  l). 

The  Ontario  population  has  more  than  doubled  since  190}.,  but  the  increase 
did  not  keep  pace  with  that  in  Canada  as  a  whole,  Quebec,  the  Prairie 
Provinces  and  British  Columbia.  (Section  3;  Table  2  (a)), 

Ontario’s  average  population  density  is  only  12  persons  per  square  mile, 

but  this  is  over  three  times  that  of  Canada’s  and,  among  Canada’s  regions, 

is  exceeded  only  by  the  three  Maritime  Provinces.  (Section  4;  Table  3), 

In  1949,  50,  Oft  of  the  Ontario  population  were  males  as  compared  with  50.2$ 

in  1901.  (Section  5;  Table  4). 

In  1949,  approximately  65$  of  the  residents  of  Ontario  were  classified  as 
urban,  as  compared  with  43$  in  1901.  (Section  6;  Table  5). 

Births  in  Ontario  in  1949  stood  at  107,525,  as  compared  with  45,281  in 
1901;  deaths, 43,421  as  compared  with  28,500;  natural  increase,  64,104  as 
compared  with  16,781;  natural  increase  rate,  14.5$,  as  compared  with  7.7$. 
(Section  7;  Table  6). 

If  the  present  population  trend  continues,  Ontario  will  probably  reach  the 
5,000,000  mark  sometime  before  1961.  (Section  8). 
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1 .  Introduction 

In  the  study  of  any  society  or  economy,  whether  national,  provincial,  regional 
or  local,  one  of  the  most  important  considerations  is  the  size  and  trends  of  the  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  area  concerned.  The  value  of  figures  dealing  with  various  aspects  of 
production,  income,  etc,  is  greatly  increased  if  these  economic  data  can  he  reduced  to 
a  per  capita  basis  and  compared  over  a  period  of  years. 

This  short  review  presents  a  brief  historical  study  of  the  Ontario  population 
since  1901 .  The  latest  available  estimates  a re  also  given.  It  includes  a  brief  survey 
of  Ontario's  place  in  the  Canadian  population  structure,  the  present  Ontario  population 
and  its  growth  since  the  beginning  of  the  century,  and  the  present  position  of,  and 
changes  during  the  last  fifty  years  in  the  sex  and  rural -urban  ratios  of  the  province’s 
population. 


It  is  intended,  in  future  issues  of  the  "Statistical  Letter",  to  deal  more 


fully  with  aspects  of  the  population  pattern  omitted  or  dealt  with  in  brief  in  this 
study  -  aspects  such  as  the  changes  in  the  age,  and  in  the  rural-urban  ratios  of  the 
population;  migration,  both  national  and  international,  as  it  has  affected  the  Ontario 
population;  and  regional  and  county  population  changes. 

Previously  published  work  on  this  general  subject  by  the  Ontario  Bureau  of 
Statistics  and  Research  is  to  be  found  in  "A  Conspectus  of  the  Province  of  Ontario", 
Chapter  IV:  Population,  and  the  associated  statistical  tables,  3  to  15.  In  addition 
to  the  matters  discussed  in  this  review,  Chapter  IV  also  deals  with  the  conjugal  condi¬ 
tion,  official  language,  mother  tongue,  racial  origin,  birthplaces,  religious  denomin¬ 
ations,  employment,  etc.  of  the  province's  population  at  the  time  of  the  19-+1  census. 

The  "Annual  Economic  Survey",  published  yearly,  by  the  Bureau,  gives  the  latest  estimates 
of  the  population,  on  a  regional  and  county  basis. 

The  greater  part  of  the  figures  used  ir  this  study  were  te.ken  from  various 
publications  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Detailed  source  references  are 
given  at  the  end  of  the  study.  Many  figures  are  obtainable  from  several  sources ;  but, 
in  each  case,  the  more  readily  available  reference  is  indicated. 
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2.  Ontario's  Position  in  the  Canadian  Population  Structure 

(Data:  Tables  1  and  2) 

From  Confederation  to  the  present,  Ontario  has  been  first  in  population 
among  the  Canadian  provinces .  But  for  many  years  now,  her  percentage  of  the  total 
Canadian  population  has  been  gradually  declining.  From  40$  in  1901,  it  has  fallen 
to  3 at  present,  even  though  Ontario's  population  has  more  than  doubled  in  the 
same  period. 

The  sharpest  decline  in  Ontario's  relative  position  occurred  in  the  first 
fifteen  years  or  so  of  this  century.  For  from  1901  to  1916,  the  decrease  was  about 
6|$,  while  in  the  years  since,  it  has  been  less  than  l|$.  The  decline  in  the  first 
period  is  undoubtedly  due  in  great  part  to  the  movement  of  population  from  Ontario  to 
the  west  and  to  the  vast  flood  of  immigration  which  flowed  largely  into  Canada's 
western  areas .  The  early  years  of  this  century  saw  the  greatest  immigration  Canada 
has  ever  known.  In  the  1901-1911  decade,  immigration  into  Canada  totalled  over 
1,800,000.^)  The  country  had  approximately  the  same  gain  in  population  in  this  daaade . 
This  increased  Canada's  population  by  one-third  from  1901-1911.  In  the  same  decade, 
Ontario's  population  increased  by  344, 000  and  Quebec's  by  355, 000. ^  But  that  of  the 
four  western  provinces  rose  by  over  1,100,000 S  ^ 

After  1916,  there  was  no  further  sharp  decline  in  Ontario’s  relative  position 
till  1949,  when  the  entry  of  Newfoundland  into  the  Canadian  federation  helped  to  reduce 
Ontario's  percentage  by  .8  from  33.4$  to  3 2.6$,  the  lowest  figure  it  had  ever  reached. 
(Leaving  Newfoundland's  population  out  of  the  Canadian  total  gave  Ontario  33.4$  of  the 
Canadian  population  -  the  same  percentage  as  in  1948.) 

However,  in  this  thirty- three  year  interval,  especially  until  the  mid- twenties, 
there  was  usually  a  decline,  but  of  a  very  slight  and  gradual  nature.  It  only  amounted, 
when  it  occurred,  to  about  .1$  per  year. 

Beginning  in  1924,  in  some  years  no  decline  occurred  and  occasionally  there 
was  ever,  a  slight  advance  over  the  preceding  year.  The  only  sharp  advance  took  place

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fo:  1941-1942,  -when  the  estimate  showed  a  .4$  advance  in  this  .twelve  month  period.  The 
percentage  again  fell  during  the  next  few  years  but  a  .3$  increase  in  1946  brought  it 
back  to  the  1942  level. 

These  slight  fluctuations  resulted  in  a  loss  in  percentage  of  only  .2  for 
the  decade,  1931-1941.  The  early  parts  of  the  next  decade  brightened  Ontario’s  position 
because  of  the  slight  gains  made  in  the  middle  forties,  and  the  province  had  by  1948 
reached  again  the  percentage  position  held  as  long  ago  as  1921.  But,  as  mentioned 
above,  1949  saw  the  complete  reversal  of  this  situation  and  Ontario's  percentage  of 
the  Canadian  total  declined  to  the  lowest  figure  yet  reached.  It  seems  from  the 
population  estimates,  that  from  19^9  to  1951,  Ontario  will  hold  the  position  reached 
in  1949. 


3.  Size  and  Increase  of  Ontario's  Population 
(Data:  Tables  1  and  2)

A  comparison  of  the  1901  census  total  and  the  1951  estimate  shows  that  in 
the  first  half  of  this  century,  the  population  of  Ontario  will  have  increased  by 
approximately  2,400,000  or  by  111$,  In  other  words,  the  population  of  Ontario  will 
have  more  than  doubled  since  1901.  This  increase,  though  very  large  in  numbers,  is 
small  when  compared  with  the  increases  made  in  some  of  the  other  regions  of  the  country 
and  by  the  country  as  a  whole.  For  in  the  same  period,  the  population  of  Canada  will 
probably  have  increased  by  over  160$;  Quebec  by  145$;  the  three  Prairie  provinces  by 
over  500 British  Columbia  by  over  55 0$ .  The  smallest  gain,  4 5$,  is  shown  by  the 
three  Maritime  provinces. v 

At  the  first  census  of  this  century,  2,183,000  people  were  living  in  Ontario. 
The  number  increased  by  1 6$  to  2,^27,000  by  1911 ,  The  slightly  greater  increase 
(numerically)  of  the  next  decade  brought  the  population  to  2,934,000  in  1921.  The 
increase  was  somewhat  greater  in  the  next  decade,  giving  a  total  of  3,432,000  in  1931.

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The  much  smaller  increase  of  the  depression  decade,  1931-1941,  "brought  the  population 
to  3,788,000  in  1941.  The  very  large  increase  since  1941  will,  it  is  estimated,  bring 
the  population  to  approximately  4,610,000  by  1951. 

A  study  of  the  population  increases  by  five  year  periods  shows  that  the 
lowest  five  year  increase  occurred  from  1901  to  1906.  The  largest  increase  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  in  the  1946-1951  period.  There  has  been  a  considerable  variation  in 
the  other  five  year  periods,  but  the  extrema s  of  the  opening  and  closing  ones  were  not 
approached . 

The  estimates  covering  the  period  show  an  increase  in  population  every  year 
with  but  one  break.  This  occurred  with  a  drop  of  11,000  from  1915  to  1916,  By  1917, 
the  population  again  reached  the  1915  level.  The  next  year  showed  an  increase  of 
SO, 000  over  the  1915-1917  level. 

The  annual  population  increase  has  varied  considerably  from  a  low  of  10,000 
in  1905-1906  to  a  high  of  114,000  in  1948-1949,  Over  the  whole  period,  the  increase 
fluctuated  greatly  within  this  range;  but  over  only  one  other  year,  1947-1948,  was  the 
annual  increase  greater  than  100,000  and  only  twice,  1901-1902  and  1916-1917,  did  it 
fall  close  to  10,000.  (But  of  course,  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  numerical  increase 
of,  say,  50,000  is  a  much  larger  percentage  increase  of  a  2,000,000  population  than  of 
a  4,000,000  one.) 


4 .  Density  of  Population 
(Data:  Table  3) 

Ontario,  Canada’s  second  largest  province  in  area,  has  363,282  square  miles 
of  land,  about  10|$  of  the  total  land  area  of  Canada. 

Although  containing  about  one-third  of  the  total  population  of  Canada,  it  has 
at  present  a  rather  low  average  density  of  twelve  persons  per  square  mile.  Low  as  is 
^  this  figure,  yet  it  is  three  and  a  half  times  that  of  Canada  at  3,5. 

A  comparison  of  Ontario's  population  density  with  that  of  the  other  Canadian 
regions  in  1949  shows  that  Ontario  had  the  second  hi^iest  density  at  12  persons  per 


square  mile.  The  three  Maritime  provinces  had  a  density  of  25  persons  per  square  mile 
Quebec,  approximately,  7^5  'the  three  Prairie  provinces,  3i;  and  British  Columbia, 
slightly  over  3.(1 2) 

Population  density  in  Canada  and  Ontario  is  very  low  compared  with  that  of 
the  whole  world  and  with  the  European  continent.  It  is  somewhat  lower  than  that  of 
the  American  continents.  The  density  for  Ontario  is  less  than  one-third  that  for  the 
land  surface  of  the  planet  which  in  19*+7  had  an  average  of  approximately  bo  persons 
per  square  mile.  In  the  same  year,  the  European  population  density  was  approximately 
150  per  square  mile  and  that  of  the  American  hemisphere,  approximately  20  per  square 
mile . 

Ontario's  low  average  density  is  accounted  for  by  the  vast  streches  of  unin¬ 
habited  or  thinly  settlod  lands  in  the  northern  sections  of  the  province .  Examples 
are:  Kenora  (including  the  Patricia  district)  with  an  area  of  153,220  square  miles 
(k2fo  of  the  area  of  Ontario)  had  in  19^1  a  density  of  1  person  for  b^  square  miles; 
Thunder  Bay,  with  an  area  of  52,1+71  square  miles  had  1.6  persons  per  square  mile. 

The  high  densities  of  some  of  the  southern  counties  counterbalance  these  to 
some  extent,  but  not  sufficiently  to  give  a  high  average  provincial  density. 

An  example  of  the  density  in  the  southern  counties  is  York  County  with  an 
average  of  1079  persons  for  its  882  square  miles  in  I9J+I .  This,  of  course,  is  excep¬ 
tionally  high.  The  density  was  much  lower  than  this  in  other  southern  counties,  such 
as  Prince  Edward  with  4 3  and  Huron  with  3*+  persons  per  square  mile  .(  2) 

As  was  to  be  expected  with  the  great  increase  since  the  turn  of  the  century, 
in  population,  the  average  density  of  the  Ontario  population  has  slightly  more  than 
doubled  3ince  1901.  The  same  result  occurred  for  Canada  as  a  whole.

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5.  Sex  Distribution 
(Data:  Table  4) 

It  has  often  been  noted  that  in  new  countries  in  which  immigration  plays  a 
large  role  in  the  population  growth, the  males  outnumber  the  females. 

Canada  is  no  exception  and  never  in  any  year,  in  both  country  and  province, 
has  the  number  of  males  been  less  than  the  number  of  females  .  The  excess  of  males 
was  greatest  in  1911  in  both  Canada  and  Ontario,  The  lowest  percentage  for  Canada 
was  reached  in  1946;  for  Ontario,  in  19^5. 

But  males  are  not  distributed  evenly  over  the  country, for  immigrants,  until 
recently,  have  gone  to  the  west  rather  than  to  Ontario  and  Quebec.  The  excess  in  the 
number  of  males  has  thus  always  been  greater  in  Canada  as  a  whole  than  in  Ontario. 

For  Canada  the  proportion  of  males  in  the  population  has  never  dropped  below  50 .9$  and 
has  been  at  a  high  of  53 $.  The  Ontario  proportion  has  varied  from  a  low  of  50 .4$  to 
a  high  of  51.5$.  In  'the  four  western  provinces,  the  proportion  of  males  has  varied 
between  53 $  and  59$.  In  1901,  the  percentage  of  males  was  51.2  in  Canada  as  compared 

with  50.2  in  Ontario.  By  19 11,  the  percentage  has  risen  to  51.5  in  Ontario,  but  to 
53  for  the  whole  country.  The  1931  figures  were;  Canada  51.8$,  Ontario  51$.  The 
19^9  estimate  gives  50.9$  males  in  Canada  and  50.6$  in  Ontario.  The  Canadian  per¬ 
centage  has  remained  unchanged  during  the  last  few  years,  while  since  1948,  the 
Ontario  proportion  has  increased  slightly.  The  difference,  then,  is  gradually  being 
narrowed,  as  the  immigration  during  the  last  decade  has  ceased  to  flow  to  the  western 
provinces  at  the  expense  of  the  eastern  ones. 


6 .  Rural-Urban  Distribution 
( Data :  Table  5 ) 

Throughout  the  western  world  during  the  past  century  the  population  trend  has 
been  out  of  the  rural  areas  into  the  towns  and  cities.  But  only  rough,  though  fairly 
accurate,  comparisons  of  the  movement  car  be  made  because  there  are  great  differences

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in  the  definition  of  rural  and  urban  areas.  In  Canada,  for  example,  those  living  in 
citiea,  towns  and  incorporated  villages  are  for  census  purposes  defined  as  urban 
re  idente  and  all  others  as  rural  residents.  As  the  various  provinces  differ  in  the 
population  required  before  an  area  may  be  incorporated,  people  who  in  one  province 
are  classified  as  urban,  may  in  another  province  be  classified  as  rural.  The  same 
difficulty  of  course  exists  when  the  rural -urban  distribution,  among  various  countries 
is  compared. 

Both  in  Canada  and  in  Ontario,  there  has  been  a  fairly  steady  and  heavy 
decline  in  the  rural  population  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  people 
in  centres  classified  as  urban.  At  the  beginning  of  the  period,  the  percentage  of 
rural  residents  in  Ontario  was  already  lower  than  in  the  whole  country.  This  situation 
has  continued  and  increased  to  the  present,  with  Ontario's  percentage  of  the  total 
rural  population  of  Canada  falling  from  37$  in  1901  to  26$  in  1946 . 


From  1901  to  1946,  although  there  was  an  increase  of  2,000,000  in  the 

number  of  rural  residents  in  Canada,  the  percentage  they  formed  of  the  total  popula- 

« 

tion  fell  by  nearly  20.  About  1 6$  of  this  decrease  occurred  between  1901  and  1931. 


The  largest  decline  for  any  decade  was  the  one  of  0$  between  1901  and  1911.  After 
1931,  the  decline  slowed  considerably  until  the  war  years.  Since  1944,  no  significant 
change  has  occurred.^1) 


The  changes  in  Ontario's  rural  population  has  followed  very  closely  the 


1 


changes  traced  above  in  the  Canadian  percentages,  but  have  usually  been  sharper. 

For  example,  the  fall  in  Ontario's  percentage  of  rural  population  from  1901  to  1946 
was  about  2 4$  as  compared  with  20$  for  Canada.  As  was  the  case  for  the  whole  country, 

1 

the  greatest  part  of  this  decrease,  about  18$,  occurred  from  1901  to  1931.  The 
Canadian  pattern  was  followed  with  a  large  decline  of  10$  in  the  1901-1911  period;  and 
vory  little  change  after  1931.  The  industrialization  brought  by  the  war  again  increased^ 
the  urbanization  both  of  the  province  and  the  country.  The  Ontario  figures  seem  to 
show  a  slight  increase  in  the  rural  population  after  1946.  It  is  possible  that  this

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is  the  result  of  new  residents  in  metropolitan  areas  settling  in  satellite  townships 
classified  as  rural.  Because  of  the  lack  of  figures  no  comparison  between  Canada  and 
Ontario  is  possible  after  1946,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  pattern  so  consistently 
followed  during  the  past  half  century  has  continued  since  that  date . 

7  .  Births ,  Deaths ,  Natural  Increase 
(Data:  Table  6) 

Since  1901,  Canada's  natural  increase  rate  has  risen  from  12.7  to  17.1  per 
thousand  in  1949,  a  gain  of  4.4.  However,  the  1949  figure  partly  reflects  the  great 
increase  in  births  during  and  after  the  war  and  cannot  be  assumed  to  be  permanent . 

There  have  been  fairly  wide  fluctuations  in  the  fifty  year  period,  with  a  high  point 
in  19^7  of  19*2  and  a  low  in  the  depression  year,  1937,  of  9,6,  The  declining  death 
rate  seems  to  be  a  continuing  trend,  having  fallen  from  an  average  of  11.1  for  1926-193^ 
to  9  .4  in  1946^ . 

Ontario,  though  starting  the  period  with  a  rate  of  7.7,  5  lower  than  Canada's, 
and  ending  with  a  rate  of  2.6  lower  at  14,5  followed  the  Canadian  pattern  fairly  reg¬ 
ularly,  generally  rising  and  falling  with  the  Canadian  rate,  but  with  a  few  minor 

counter- currents,  as  when  the  Canadian  rate  fell  by  ,1  from  1911  to  1912  while  the 

Ontario  rate  rose  by  .8.  The  high  point  in  the  period  was  1947,  when  the  rate  was 

16.1  and  the  low,  1937  with  a  rate  of  6.4.  These  were  also  the  years  of  Canada's 

highest  and  lowest  rates  . 

Throughout  the  period,  the  Ontario  natural  increase  rate  has  always  been 

lower  than  the  Canadian  one ,  This  is  largely  due  to  the  effect  of  the  high  birth 

rate  in  Quebec,  the  Maritimes  and  the  Prairies  in  raising  the  Canadian  totals.  In 

1946,  the  birth  rate  in  Canada  stood  at  26.9;  in  New  Brunswick,  33.9;  in  Quebec,  30,7;

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8.  Future  Trends 


It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  with  certainty  the  trend  of  population  for 
more  than  a  few  years  into  the  future .  The  main  reason  is  the  impossibility  of 
estimating  the  future  number  of  births  and  net  immigrants .  The  trend  of  the  death 
rate  is  steadier  and  can  be  calculated  with  more  exactness .  As  a  result  of  the 
difficulty  with  births  and  migration,  a  rough  approximation  of  future  population  is 
all  that  can  be  hoped  for. 

The  only  readily  available  estimate  of  future  population  is  one  made  by  the 
staff  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  19^6,^  .  It  was  assumed  in  the 
calculations  that  the  higher  fertility  rates  of  the  war  period  would  fall  back  to  the 
pre-war  level  by  19b6  and  continue  to  decline;  also,  neither  internal  or  external 
migration  was  allowed  for.  However,  the  exceptionally  large  number  of  births  since 
the  end  of  the  war  and  a  large  net  post-war  immigration,  neither  of  which  could 
have  been  foreseen  in  I945,  have  upset  these  calculations  completely.  Furthermore, 
Newfoundland's  entrance  into  the  Canadian  federation  could  not  have  been  anticipated. 

As  a  result,  the  estimates  of  both  Canada's  and  Ontario's  population  are  already 
seen  to  be  considerably  out  of  date . 

The  population  of  Ontario  since  19^7  has  been  increasing  at  a  rate  varying 
around  100,000  a  year,  although  a  decline  in  the  rate  of  increase  is  already  evident. 
(There  was  a  decline  of  15,000  in  the  increase  for  1949-1950  as  compared  with  1948-1949.) 
This  compares  with  an  average  increase  of  approximately  50,000  during  the  booming 
twenties  and  an  average  of  35,000  during  the  depression  thirties.  The  future  is 
unknown,  but  under  present  conditions,  a  steadily  declining  rate  of  increase  to  some 
plateau,  such  as  was  reached  in  the  twenties  but  on  a  higher  level,  can  probably  be 
assumed.  All  that  can  be  said  is  that  the  population  of  Ontario  will  probably  reach 
a  total  of  5*000,000  sometime  before  1961.  The  population  future  beyond  that  is  even 
more  completely  hidden  and  uncertain.
